Comparison of Seasuns. 


Nature, we are sure, always compensates us for all 
our seeming disadvantages. If we have what is 
termed a late, backward spring, it is generally fullow- 
ed by warm, quickening weather, and a correspond- 
ing lengthening of the season in the fall; and records 
of observations upon the opening of the season and 
progress of vegetation, continued through a series of 
years, show a remarkable uniformity and in the ag- 
gregate but very slight variations. 

Concerning the fitst observation, that we always re- 
ceive compensations for all our drawbacks, we make 
but a statement or two. An experienced and intelli- 
gent farmer from China, tells us that some years ago 
the spring was backward, and his corn was not plant- 
ed unti? the 15th of June. All the corn in the neigh- 
borhood was also pla.ted about the same time. Not- 
withstanding this, it came forward rapidly, grew vig- 
erously, and at harvest gavea heavy crop. A gen- 
tleman in this city, who has for years been a constant 

observer of the seasons, informs us that in 1844, there 
were twenty.one days in May that the sun did not 
shine, and no planting was done until the 10th or 12th 
of June. At harvest, the crops evinced a fruitful 
year. oad 

Concerning our second observation, that there is a 
remarkable uniformity in the opening of the seasons 
through a series of years, we present an extract from 
an article in a Jate number of the Boston Cultivator, 
furnished by a correspondent in Cumberland county, 
in this State. He says: 

“I have kept a journal since 1849, and every year 
except two (1350 and 1857) have noted when the ap- | 
ple trees were in full bloom. I dated not from the 
earliest or the latest, but endeavored to give an aver- | 
age. The record is as follows: 

In 1849, June 7th; in 1851, May 31st; 1852, June 
2d; 1858, May 28th; 1854, June 8d; 1855, June 8d; 
1856, June 7th; 1858, June 6th; 1859, May 31st; 
1860, June Ist; 1861, June 7th; 1862, May 29th; 
1863, May 28th; 1864, June 1st; 1865, May 28th; 
1866, June 2d. The spring of 1860 was wet and cold; ' 
the 10th of June was a very rainy day; I said in my 
journal that it looked rather dark for farmers, nut 
one-half the seed in the ground; but it was good grass" 
weather, and there was a good grass crop that year, 
and the other crops were fair. May of 1856 was wet | 
and coid; everything backward except grass. May, 
1857, I recorded, not one warm day in it. May, | 
1858, cold, but very little seed in the groun1 yet. 
Now if these observations are correct, I think it is no | 
new thing to have acold, wet May, and in fact [ 
think it is jast the weather we want, for, in my judg- 
ment, it is fur’ better for the grass than a wet and 
warm May would be, for it keeps it from running up, 
just what is wanted to thicken it up at the bottom. 
Grass looks far better here now than [ thought it 
could last fall. I don’t think it best for farmers to be 
discouraged yet, nor to work their ground when it is | 
too wet.

A Plea for Flowers and Fruits. 
In our issue of March 14th we published an extract 


Farmer. from a private letter written by a valued friend, in 


which, speaking of the advantages of beautifying our 
homes with fruits and flowers, this passage occurs: 


‘As a people, we spend too muci on our houses, 
and not enough in surroundings; no matter how fine 
a house or a farm is, if there are no shade trees, no 
flowers, no fruit garden, it is only a hive from which 
most of the inmates will be sure to swarm.” 

At the time, we knew this came from no theorist, 
nor from a man who could not affirm whereof he 
spoke; but, wishing to pay @ visit to our friend, and 
being in his neighborhood a few weeks since, we very 
gladly took advantage of a few hours leisure and were 
soon at his side amid the beautiful and attractive sur- 
roundings of his home. We are satisfied a little de- 
scription of them will interest our readers. 

The farm is one we have been acquainted with from 
boyhood, and its owner we have known long enoagh 
to love for his love for fruits and flowers, and to honor 
for his gentlemanly and manly qualities. The farm 
is not what would naturally be called a good soil. It 
is level, rather inclined to be wet, and somewhat 
gravelly. It is not such a soil as app‘e and fruit trees 
have generally succeeded best upon. [t is only within 
a few years that its owner—who has heretofore fol- 
lowed some other occupation, and carried on his farm 
as a somewhat secondary pursuit—has given his at- 
tention to fruits, and we are sure the reading of books 
and papers—in which we trust our own is to receive a 
share of the credit—devoted to rural pursuits, has 
had much to do in stimulating and perfecting his love 
for them. On the north side of his house, which 
would be considered by manv sufficiently attractive 
without the aid of trees and flowers, is the vegetable 
garden enclosed with a permanent and ornamental 
fence. In this are the usual divisions for the vegeta- 
bles grown ina first class farmer’s garden, besides 
several varieties of currants, gooseberries, blackberries, 
about a dozen varieties of strawberries, and a small 
‘*‘sranberry patch.’’ The above are all of the most 
approved sorts, and, under the faithful care of their 
His 
strawberries are in such demind that the villagers 


|can hardly allow him enoagh for his own table use, 


readily paying twenty cents per quart for them, and 
this year he will probably sell enough from the small 
corner of his garden devoted to them to bring him 
twenty dollars! Does not this show a money profit, 
aside from the pleasure attendant upon their cultiva- 
tion, which in itself brings a satisfaction no money 
can purchase? 

South of the house is the fruit garden, in which is 
an asparagus bed, and the apiary also forms an at- 
tractive object. Here are the results of his own plant- 
ing, grafting and care, and considering the fw years 
he has been at work, show most satisfactory results. 
There are apples,—both dwarf and standard,—pears, 
also dwarf and standard, including some of the best 
varieties, among them Clapp’s Favorite, peaches, 
cherries, plums, grapes,—indeed all that is grown in 
any fruit garden, and all of the most approved sorts. 

In front of the house is a yard devoted to flowers. 
This is neatly terraced, and laid out in an attractive, 
though by no means expensive manner. In it isa 
somewhat extensive collection of plants, a few of the 
more rare and beautiful varieties appearing in fine 
contrast with the more common but still beaugiful ones 
which adorn so many homes. This is the dominion of 
the “‘guide wife.’” They are tended by her own hands, 
their names and habits are all familiar, and a glanee 
at the house windows show that within as well as 
without, flowers, both in summer and winter, are 
made to administer to the enjoyments of the house- 
hold. And the owner, we believe, intends to render 
his place still more attractive, and more cap»ble of 
farnishing enjoyment, by erecting a conservatory ad- 
joining his dwelling upon the south. This for a com- 
mon firmer, and to add to the rational pleasures of 
his household! We need not say that books are also 
a part of the furnitare of the interior, nor that intel- 
ligence and an air of refinement pervades the dwell- 
ing. Any one would know it from even a casual 
glance at its gardens and flowers. 

The owner of this house with its attractive sur- 
roundings is a quiet, modest gentleman; you would 
not know from his appearance that he had one of the 
best gardens in the town where he lives, you never 
hear him boasting of his possessions, nor telling what 
he has; and yet visit him, and you at once become 
satisfied that from his house and homes with like at- 
tractions the inmates will never swarm. 

All this has cost some money; it requires considera- 
ble care to keep them in order, but does it not bring 
its reward every day? Does it not add a charm to 
life that compensates for many ills? Does it not make 
the family happier, and send out a blessing upon the 
air with the perfume, to all beholders? And need 
we add a single word to this simple sketch of the sur- 
roundings of a farmer’s home in Maine, to induce our 
readers to cultivate an acquaintance with fruits and 
flowers, as something sure to bring a safer and more 
lasting dividend than Government bonds or bank stock?

Trial of Plows. 


It seems as though the time had come when a change 
to some extent, at least, should be effected in the mode 
of managing our plowing matches at our County 
Fairs. We are not aware that any improvement or 
important difference exists now over the trials made 
forty years ago. We know better plows are made, 
but thus far no regard has been had to the best kind 
of plows for different kinds of soil. Now a light sandy 
soil, and a heavy clay soil with a deep blue elay sub- 
soil require different kinds of plows. A rocky upland 
soil and a rough meadow are different things, and de- 
mand different treatment. The time has arrived 
when we should be more specific in farming. The 
same implement should not be made to perform all 
kinds of work. 

In order to improve upon this state of things we 
would suggest to agricultural societies to announce 
befurehand the kind of soil which is to be used for the 
trial of plows. If it is to be a light, sandy soil, an- 
nounce the fact, and let the plows be examined with 
reference to such a soil. If possible, another year, let 
a different kind of soil be introduced for a different 
kind of plow. In this way we believe much more 
satisfactory results might be obtained than by the 
methods heretofore adopted. Think it over, committee 
men, and see is if a step farther may not be taken 
towards perfection in plowing.

The Imperfect Obligations.

The most and mischievous ef our pen 
tions of duty is to be found in our conduct towards 
the members of our households, We do not pay suf- 
ficient attention to the necessities of our chiliren. We 
know well that if we would have a flourishing tree, 
we must p.* place the roots in sour soil; and that if 
we ex t» have a thriving animal, we take care that 
it shall thrive from the very start. We know that it 
will never recover fully from early inattention and 
neglect. By as much as a child is of a higher organ- 
ization and value than a plant or a calf, by so much 
more serious and lasting is the injury he is subjected 
to, by our neglect to make his youth as genial as pos- 
sible. It is in the power of a parent in the narrowest 
circumstances, to secure this, while the wealth of a 
millionarie often fails of it. We should begin by ele- 
| Vating our own thoughts an! conduct, so that our 
children shall fied im us an example worthy of imita- 
tion; for youth is quick to observe and to imitate; and 
alse we should carefully acquaint ourselves with their 
peculiar or individual natures.

Smith has got hold of the right principle, and that 
ultimately he will make a complete success of his en- 
terprise. You can shear as closely as you please—so 
closely as to give the skin a reddened look, or can 
leave the “stubble’’ of any desired length. Noe. only 
will it shear more closely than shears, but in a prac- 
ticed hand, it will do it more evenly. It does not cut 
the sheep as badly as men geneally cut them with 
shears. We saw it take the wool from the neck of as 
wrinkly a buck as is generally found in any flock of 
Mermoes, making hurdly a scratch.

A Place for Tools. 


Farmers should take good care of their farming 
too's and implements, and not lend them out to get 
wet, and to the influence of a hot sun, to crack the 
wood. Wagons and plows will last a life time, if well 
housed; but when left out, exposed to all kinds of 
weather, a few years suffice to use them up. 

A tool room is as important to a farmer as any 
building on his farm. A work bench, with viee at 
one end, is very important. Here a hundred things 
can be “‘fixed,’’ too numerous te mention. 

In such @ room a good assortment of good tools 
should be kept—saws, plancs, augers, bits, gimlets, 
files, &c. Then get a good supply of nails of all kinds, 
wrought and cut, and some made especially for little 
jobs, that uire nice nails. The city hard-ware 
dealers have them; they odme in papers like brads. 
You also want an assortment of screws. No matter 
whether you know of any use you can put many of 
the screws, brads, nails, &c, w, you will be sure to 
use them all, sooner or later. 

You also require a good assortment of timber, ready 
seasoned, to enable you to make or mend anything 
that can possibly be done outside of a wheel-wright or 
blacksmih shop. ° 

Try it, farmers, and see how quickly you, and your 
sons, can learn en rainy days to put your farm tools 
in order, and also do many other things for the “‘wo- 
men folks,’’ that willeave you of dollars in 
the end.— Rural American.

What a pity it is that there ts me mdeh igno! 
respecting the simple mineral ; our. ¢; 
every day. How many thousan‘s of dollars are wast- 
ed by those in search of treasures hidden im the eartl 
for this search is generally made the most earnestly 
by those who know the least about the various min- 
eral substances. Let a piece of lead, silver, copper or 
gold ore be found in a neighborhood, and every shin- 
ing substance, no matter what it is, is at once sup- 
to be some precious metal. The fool’s gold, or 
ee ies beleass made to look like gold, anda 
whole neighborhood is made crazy. Farms are bond- 
@d and cold, and the more excitable portion of the 
community are frequently ruined. Witch-hazel ex- 
are round with their divining rods to point 
eut where the precious metals are, while mesmerizers 
of all sorts are ready for a dollar to tell you where to 
dig. We venture the asertion that one hundred mil- 
lions of dollars have been lost in this country within 
five years, by persons who have ignorantly pursued 
the search after mineral substances in the earth. 
Scarcely anything has ever pained us more than to 
pee men rushing thus ignorantly into the pursuit of 
mineral wealth. The worst feature of it is, that such 
persons are unwilling to be advised at such times by 
those who have made these things a special study. 
They have caught the mining fever, and it must run 
ite course, and they recover from it only to find them- 
selves sadder if not ruined men. © : 

Now 8 very little knowledge of mineral substances 
might prevent this. Such knowledge as might and 
ought to be taught in our schools, would save thou- 
gands from thus foolishly squandering their time and 
money. A knowledge of twenty minerals, requiring 
an hour’s time each day, woul/ in twenty days render 
any olever boy or young man sufficiently familiar with 
all the substances absolutely necessary for all practi- 
cal purposes, so that he could readily distinguish one 
mineral from another. We do not here mean that 
mathematical exactness which the professor would de- 
mand of a student im college, so as to tell what angles 
each mineral has, but those external characters such 
as are to be recognized at once by the sense of sight, 
and algo their elementary composition. We go into a 
school almost anywhere. and find scholars spending 
weeks on annuities and geometrical progression and 
other almost useless exercises in arithmetic, which 
never are brought into active life, and yet they do not 
have the slightest conception of the very substances 
which they tread under their feet, or which are made 
use of in practical life. 

It may be objected that our teachers are not qualified 
to teach these things. This is true, and this is why we 
write as we do to propose a remedy. It should be 
taught in our State Normal Schools.. Two or three 
weeks each year should be devoted to this study by 
all the pupils till they can recognize at sight the more 
common minerals. No student should graduate with- 
out this knowledge, It is a subject within the reach 


- of the student’s mind, and provision should at once be 


made to supply that want. 

Some may object that a knowledge of this subject 
will lead men to pursue the very same course we have 
endeavored toshun. It is far otherwise. For thirty 
years we gave instruction to elasses in this study and 
we never knew one to become insane in consequence. 
A few have pursued it as a study and have, in conse- 
quence, become successful as superintendents of min- 
ing operations, or have secured valuable’ positions in 
natural history, and others have become more intelli- 
gent farmers and mechanics in consequence. We be- 
lieve the time has come when a knowledge of this 
subject is absolutely necessary for the education of 
youth who are to engage in practical life. The com- 
paratively small namber who go out of ‘our normal 
echools, if acquainted with this subject, would impart 
their knowledge to other teachers, and in 2 few years 
the State might find itself in possession of teachers 
well informed in this branch of study. We do not 
thus write from any supposed predilection we have 
for the study, but we have endeavored to look at the 
subject in its bearings upon our various industrial 
pursuits. It is not impracticable that very small 
children will often render themselves familiar with the 


“various minerals when they are pointed out to them 


and collect them with intense interest. They only 
need direction from those acquainted with them.— 
These remarks may not apply to some locations, nor 
to indolent and stupid teachers who have as much as 
they can do to follow their text books in imparting 
knowledge.

mon, and if kept within reasonable bounds cannot but 
be productive of good in many ways. No compiaint 
has been more’ generally made during the last dozen 
years than that we are an overworked people, too in- 
tent on business and having too few holidays. This 
complaint has perhaps been made chiefly by English- 
men visiting this country, but it isno doubt ina 
great measure truce. The sports of the turf hardly 
take that rank in our country that they do in Eng- 
land, while cricket-—a more scientific game than base 
ball, but not so exciting—although played to some ex- 
tent out of New England, and boating, cannot be said 
to be very generally practiced by our people. But 
base ball is a truly American game, and a good repre- 
sentative of the lively, energetic, go-ahead youth of 
our country. Nothing is better for our office and 
warehouse clerks, boys at school, and all persons 
whos? time is greatly spent witgin doors, than an 
- hour or two spent each day at this game. It is a de- 
lightfal and exgiting exercise, giving strength to the 
_bedy and a healthy sprightliness and tone te the whole 
system. 

Croquet and archery,—games in which otr-young 
ladies can appropriately engage with so much grace— 
are welcomed with enthusiasm among our national 
games, and we they should be practiced much 
more universally than they are. The former is a sort 
of out-door billiarlis or bagatelle; and the latter, al- 
though less popular perhaps than the rifle and pistol, 
is far more appropriate for young ladies, while it offers 
sufficient excitement to make it interesting, and is in 
itself a health-giving exercise. 

Let the above, as well as other legitimate and prop- 
er out-door recreations, receive their ful] share of at- 
tention this delightful weather, and let-all engage in 
and enjoy them,—becoming thereby stronger in body, 
younger in hesrt, with the social qualities and affec- 
tions and enlarged, and with a stronger, 
-heelthier growth, physically, mentally and morally. 


Tur Hrorocrarnic Sunver. The Augusta corres- 
pondent of the Boston Journal learns that the hydro- 
graphic survey of the water declivities of this State is 
making good progress under the commission appoint- 
ed last winter for such purpose, It will be remem- 
bered that the resolve under which the commission 
neers to a hydrographic survey 
_of our rivers as they shall deem most ‘advisable, and 
make a report to the Goversor and Council of the fall 
and volume of water of said rivers, the supply and 
- constancy of the water, their lake reservoirs and their 
- accessibility and such other facts as will tend to show 


their advantages for the employment ef manufactur- 
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} cently from Paris Acadenty, presides. There is a 


large iron foundry, employing some thirty hands, and 
a pasteboard factory, which makes use of all the sur- 
plus straw'in’the vicinity. The private dwellings. 
have an air of thrift and good taste about them. At 
the Centennial Celebration in 1864, a lot of land was 
purchased for a Common, and the inhabitants were 
busily engaged ‘while we were” therein “setting out 
trees. Bro. Kent, of the Coos Republican, who com- 
manded a regiment in the late war, greeted us while 
there with fraternal sympathy. : 

Through the invitation of the famous stage-driver 
of this region, Jim Poole, (not Jim Smith) we took a 
fidé to Dalton, eight miles below. The road is level, 
running along the banks of the Connecticut. “For ten 
miles the river is so quiet that a steamboat formerly 
ran this distance. In fact, the whole valley of the 
river for this distance was one quiet lake. Splendid 
farms may be seen all along the route. The only 
thing we missed was the orchards, one of which is ex- 
pected to be found om every farm on the rivers of 
Maine. As we approach Dalton, the river banks are 
very high and the river becomes more narrow and 
rapid, so that it now assumes the name of Fifteen 
Mile Falls. At length we arrive at the Dalton House, 
a most imposing structure, receutly bfilt by Mr. 
Sumner, a gentleman who seems more like 8 Baron in 
the midst of his estate, said to embrace some four 
thougand acres. Though eighty years old, he is as 
nervous and as active as a man of forty years of age. 
Among his other duties he has superintended his lum- 
bering operations the past winter, and put into the 
river a million and w/half of pine lumber. His wife is 
equally capable for business, forming, we think, the 
cutest couple of their age, to be found in New Eng- 
land. 

Jim furnished us a horse and man to go about four 

miles, .to Visit some reported gold mines in that vicin- 
ity. ‘The rocks here are mostly argillaceous slate, 
through which powerful veins of quartz rock run, 
and these have led many te suppose that gold exists 
there. Considerab:e excitement exists in the neigh- 
boring towns of Lisbon and Lyman, where gold and 
ogpper ore have been discovered. We were shown & 
large boulder of lead ere, which would prove valuable 
if found in abundance. Talcose slates. abound here, 
which may prove to be the depository of valuable ores. 
Rambling about till we were tired, and collecting some 
specimens, we returned to the Dalton House, where a 
splendid dinner awaited us, which we managed to eat 
with becoming dexterity. During our ride we were 
reminded of'one of the modes of salutation common 
among neighbors before railroads were known. ‘‘How 
are you? what’s the news?’’ ‘I don’t find any. 
What have you for news?”’ This mode of address still 
prevails among neighbors situate at a distance from 
each other, and takes the place of the daily newspa- 
ner our return to Lanoaster, the Connecticut has 
swollen bank full, and covered the plowed intervals in 
many places. The labors of the farmer were com- 
pletely suspended for the time being. On returning 
to the east side of the White Mountains, we found that 
vegetation was about two days in advance of that on 
the west side. 





SHALL we HAVE A Park? A general approval has 

been accorded to the suggestion made in our last, that 
some steps should be taken by our city towards secur- 
ing ground for a public common, or park. While al- 
most every city and village in New England has its 
square, common or park, of greater or less extent, 
which is public property, for the use and enjoyment 
of all its citizens, our own city has not a foot of ground 
set apart for such a purpose, and with the exception 
of the State grounds, which no one ever thinks of en- 
tering for a walk or for engaging in any recreation or 
pleasure, and a few private lots or squares, there is 
nothing within our city limits that has ‘any approach 
to a park, orcommon. The want of such an impor- 
tant feature was recognized long ago, and before the 
war, the question of securing an appropriate spot and 
improving the same, was quite seriously canvassed by 
some of our prominent ‘citizens, and discussed in our 
journals. The war, of course, put an end to all such 
plans. Now, however, with that matter settled, and 
with the present prospects of the future extent and 
prosperity of our city what they are, we deem it time 
‘that an effort should be made in this direction. The 
locality spoken of—viz.: the square formed by Sewall, 
Green and Melville streets, and Western Avenue—is 
of ample size for the purpose, and is large enough to 
admit of some appropriate adornment aside from the 
planting of trees and construction of walks. This 
square, although now at one extreme of the popula- 
tion of the place, will eventually, as it becomes built 
up—as it surely must—be a very satisfactory location. 
Besides, this square we are sure can now be obtained 
at a reasonable price, while it is impossible to get suf- 
ficient land for the purpose north of Green Street, and 
it will in a few years, if not secured now, be impossi- 
ble to get this. Notwithstanding the present financial 
burdens of our city, and the extra expense involved 
in carrying out this suggestion, we believe there are 
few of our tax-payers so indifferent to the advantages 
and benefits that would come from it, as to be unwil- 
ing to incur the comparatively trifling increase of lia- 
bility which the purchase of the land and suitably lay- 
ing it out would entail upon the city. 





AsyLum For Disantep Soipiers. We have received 
a circular issued by the Board of Managers of the 
National Asylum for disabled volunteers, giving no‘ ice 
that they are now prepared to receive beneficiaries at 
the branch in this State at Togus Springs. Soldiers 
are admitted on application by letter at the Asylum, 
or to either of the Managers. Blank applications will 
thereupon be sent to the applicant, and if he is duly 
qualified transportation will be furnished him. The 
requirements are 1. An honorable discharge from 
the volunteer service. 2. Disability by wounds or 
sickness contracted in the line of duty. If the appli- 
“cant is unable to travel, or for other sufficient cause, 
relief will be furnished under the direction of the 
Manager to whom application is made. 

The overseers of all almshouses and charity hospi- 
tals having disabled soldiers subsisting upon private 
beneficence are urged to report such cases to the Man- 
agers, as it is not thought fit that meritorious disabled 
soldiers of the nation should be supported by private 
or public charity. The Asylums are neither hospitals 
nor almshouses, but homes where subsistence, care, 


education, religious instruction, and employment are | 


provided for disabled soldiers by the Congress of the 
United States, to be paid for from the forfeitures and 
fines of deserters from the army. The provision is 
not acharity. It is a contribution by the beunty- 
jumpers and bad soldiers to the brave and deserving, 
and it is their right.

Ture Atpany Mourper. Gen. Cole, the murderer of 
Mr. Hiscock, in Stanwix Hall, Albany, has been fully 
committed for trial fur murder in the first degree. 
The following, from the New York Tribune corres- 
pondent, relates to some of the circumstances of the 
murder, including a partial statement of Mrs. Cole, 
concerning her intimacy with the murdered man: 

‘“*The final hearing in the preliminary examination 
was held in the jail, before Justice Parsons. The 
Hon. Henry Smith, District Attorney, with Mr. Bai- 
ley, his assistant, were present for the prosecution, 
and W, J. Hadley, Esq., for the defence. In addition 
to the witnesses and reporters there were only some 
half dozen persons present. Mr. Hadley stated that 
he had received a letter from Frank Hiscock, Esq., a 
brother of the deceased, who had charge of the papers 
found upon the body, which was perfectly satisfactory, 
and that he should not require his attendance. The 
only witness examined was Police Commissioner Shep- 
ard. He produced a letter which the prisoner had in 
his possession when arrested, which was from the 
prisoner’s wife, aud was the written acknowledgment 
of her infidelity. It nearly filled one page of a sheet 
of note paper, and was written in a clear, running 
hand, that betokened education and refinement. It 
was addressed ‘Dear Husband,’ and went on to state 
that ‘in the summer of 1864,’ L. H. Hiscock, ‘partly by 
force,’ succeeded in having criminal intercourse with 
her, and that the connection was repeated on subse- 
quent occasions. It was drawn up in the form of a 
statement, and its ‘brevicy and wording indicate that 
it might have been writtem from dictation. Certainly, 
it bears no resemblance to the confession of a heart- 
broken, penitent wife. The letter will not be made 
public until the trial, but the above is its tenor, and, 
in part, the wording of the letter. Two knives, which 
had been found upon the prisoner, were produced by 
the same witness. One isan ordinary pearl-handled 
penknife; the other is a knife with a single blade, 3} 
inches in length (by measurement), § of an inch in 
breadth at its foot, and ground to a keen, sharp edge, 
and pointed at the end. The spring at the back is so 
adapted that when the blade is opened it remains open 
like a dirk. This was found upon the prisoner after 
he had delivered up his pistols and asserted that he 
had no arms about him, The testimony of this wit- 
ness brought the case to a conclusion, and the Justice 
immediately made out his warrant of committal. 
Throughout the examination the prisoner Cole had 
manifested the utmost stoicism, conversing briefly 
with his lawyer, and occasionally looking aroand upon 
those present. But when the District Attorney said, 
**We ask that this man be fully committed fur murder 
in the first degree,’’ he seemed for a moment startled, 
as if he had not before fully realized his position. He 
covered his face with his hand, bowed his head, and 
seemed visibly and strongly affected, the muscles of 
his throat working with much effort. After a minute 
he recovered himself by a strong exertion of will, and 
walked quietly away with the officers. Personal opin- 
ion very generally thinks itself justified in judging 
Mrs. Cole severely. Mrs. Cole is small, plain-fea- 
tured, and rather sickly inappearaace. She returned 
to Syracuse yeste: day. 

While here she did not visit her husband except 
upon an occasion when she was sent for by him. She 
has shown no undue degree of excitement at any stage 
of the sad catastrophe. When first arrested, General 
Cole stated that Mr. Hiscock had violated his wife’s 
chastity when she was on her sick bed and had sent 
for him to make her will. The testimony of the sur- 
viviag witness will show that Mrs. Cole went to His- 
cock’s office to have this will made, and was there for 
nearly half a day determining its provisions. Other 
statements made by her will be shown to be equally 
baseless. From the care with which his preparations 
were made, and from his statements and bearing, 
there seems little doubt that Cole expected an immed- 
iate justification of his deed, and a prompt liberation 
from confinement. He is very anxious for a speedy 
trial and complains bitterly of the delay which will 
keep him in jail until November, which is the earli- 
est day at which his case can be proceeded with.— 
Some doubt has been expressed as to the correctness 
of the statement that a note has been sent to Mr. 
Hiscock from a lady making an appointment for a 
meeting, which he received too late to be of any use. 
That no such note was found upon the body is no evi- 
dence that the statement is uatrue. In point of fact 
it is asserted that Mr. Hiscock did receivesuch a note, 
and that the appointment was for an early hour of 
that evening atthe Peoples’ Line steamboat landing. 
Tbis, coupled witha report from an entirely. differ- 
ent source, that Mrs. Cole came to Albany to endeavor 
to warn, Higsock and give his life, adds strength to 
the first supposition of Mr. Hisoock’s friends, that 
the writer must have been Mrs; Cole. The latest de- 
velopements of the tragedy render it both natural and 
probable that she would seek to save the man whom 
she had preferred to her husband.
